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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicants' arguments regarding claims 1- 
4,30-32 and 70 remains unpersuasive for the reasons set forth in the paragraph 5 of the final rejection mailed April 28, 2006. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicants' characterization of Avery et al. reference as not teaching bonding comprising plating a 
metal on the two positioned components. Again as set forth in paragraph 5 of the final rejection, Minetti teaches using a metal to bond two 
components positioned relative to one another in a desired orientation. What is lacking in this teaching is an explicit statement indicating 
plating as a technique for applying the metal to the bonding components. However, plating as a technique in the said applying step is well 
known in the art and that the application of Avery et al. reference is meant to reinforce said technique as a knowledge known to an 
ordinary skill in the art. Regarding the applicants' issue about agitation, attention is drawn to the fact that it has no petinence to the 
limitations as set forth in claim 1 . Regarding the limitation, bonding the components with the metal while the temperature of both 
components is maintained below a meting point of the metal, the examiner interpretes it as rather a feature expressed by the teachings of 
Minetti not Avery et al.(see Minetti abstract). It is therefore deemed that claims 1-4,30-32 and 70 remains reject under 35 USC 103(a) by 
the combination of Minetti and Avery et al. and claims 5,7-12,15-25,27-29 and 71-94 are allowed. 
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
